New York and Toronto saw brisk 
gold trading from the opening 
bell. The steam behind the spurt 
died down quietly quite early in 
the day, although gains were 
maintained. 

Much of the activity 
seemed based on the possibility 
that the British pound would be 
next in line for devaluation. The 
prospect was checked, however,
